Passenger and Freight Boats Burn to the 


Water's Edge Off New York, 


MEN WERE CAUGHT IN THE FLAMES 


Fire Seems to Spread Very Suddenly, Enveloping the 


Entire Ship in a Pew Moment—Many 


• Are Saved. 


Stanford. Conn.. Dec. 17.—The Star- 


in lino steamer Glenlsland wan burn- 
ed to the water's edge oft Greenwich 
Conn., early this morning. Two pas 
Bcngcrs and seven members of the 
crew perished In the flames. 
The 


steamer left New York last night, 
bound for New Haven. 


Much Freight 


It carried a heavy complement ol 


freight, ten passengers and a crew 
of twenty-one. When three miles on 
Hhore near Greenwich the flrc was 
discovered. Two boats were lowered 
•with eight passengers and fourteen 
of the crew on board. 


Boat Blew Up 


Scarcely had they 
reached 
the 


boats, when with a roar like an ex- 
plosion the flames swept the entire 
ilcck and enveloped those left behind. 
All those left'perished In the flames 
or were drowned.

exhibited line discipline, hut the rap- 
idity with which the fire spread pro 
vented the victims from reaching the 
boats. The life boats drifted for an 
hour and a half when they were pick 
ed up by the tug Bully, which trans 
forred the survivors to Corning.

and Holds Picketing Is Lawful 


Within Certain Bounds. 


New York, Dec. 17.—Justice Jonki 


of; the appellate division of the New- 
York state supreme court handed 
down a decision that an Injunction 
against a strike cannot stand. 
He 


modified an Injunction to prevent n 
strike which had been Issued by Jus- 
tice Dickey of the supreme court In 
a suit brought by William F. Mills, 
William Klssam and other employes 
against tho United States 
Printing 


company of Ohio, the International 
Storcotypcrs and Klcctrotypers' union 
and 
the 
New 
York 
Stereotypers' 


union. In which the plaintiffs asked 
the court to prevent the union men 
from striking to for.cc the printing 
company to discharge the nonunion 
men. 


Tho court held that It could not en 


Join the strike, and also that "picket- 
Ing," which consisted only of station- 
ing men for observation without mo- 
lestation, would he lawful. 


Justice .lenks says In his decision 


that picketing may also mean station- 
ing men to coerce or threaten or In- 
timidate or halt or turn aside attains 
their will others who desire to go ti 
and from the picketed place when 
they wish to work. In Hint case plcl. 
etlng Is unlawful.

Will Ba Merely a Common Prisoner, and Al- 


lowed No Privileges. 


MAID IS FORCED TO LEAVE HER 


While She Raves and Rants at the Law, the Sheriff Re- 


fuses to Grant Her Requests—May 


Be Insane. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 17.—Mrs. Chad- 


wick from this time on will be treated 
as nny other prisoner In the county 
jail. Up to the present she has con- 
ducted herself as a prlvllegod person; 
Her maid and her son have been with 
ber almost constantly. She has "given 
audiences" to reporters, talked, boast- 
ed, and laughed with visitors, and 
found fault with her meals. 


Judge Wing has directed that all vis- 


itors be denied the privilege of seeing 
Mrs. Chadwlck except on written or- 
der of United States Marshal Chand- 
ler. 


The nurse, Freda Swanstrom, was 


with Mrs. Chadwlck at the time. Sho 
was compelled to leave the Jail at 
once. 
Sheriff Berry also gavu direc- 


tions that Kaill Hoover should be kept 
out of the jail, too. 


Son and Nurse Barred Out. 


"Young Hoover mid the nurse have 


been making trouble ever since Mrs. 
Chadwlck has been hero," he said;

mitted to the matron's quarters, where 
Mrs. Chadwlck Is. Sho wan sitting on 
a couch with a silken robe thrown 
across her lap, and was rertlns her 
chin- In her hand, a picture of mingled 
despair and anger. The prisoner did 
not. present the trim appearance «ho 
has heretofore. Her features showed 
tho traces of anxiety and the nervous 
tpnslon she .bus been under, while her 
eyes Hashed with spirit as she *aw her 
visitor approach. 


"Who pave you permission to coma 


hero?" r.he demanded, before a ques- 
tion had been asked. She was angered 
over something and refused to discuss 
any topic whatever. 


Finally slic said: 
"I have made my lost statement. I 


will have nothing further to say," and 
sho closed the Interview.

• "Cuckoo" Collins, when asked If ho 
nail anything to say why sentence 
should not bo pronounced after his 
Jilea of guilty to the charge of at- 
tempting with James Logan to pass 
fraudulent drafts In this section of 
me .country, made a reply to Judge 
Fifleld In municipal court yesterday 
afternoon which lasted an hour and 
a half. It was the longest suecch of 
this kind on record, and contained n 
review of the prisoner's life from Ills 
birth at Edgerton, April 3, 18G5, to 
tho present writing. It was an inter- 
esting story and altogether the best 
entertainment tho bunch and bar had 
enjoyed for many months. 


Defeat of Johnson 


Ho passed briefly over his child- 


hood career, telling how he was made 
n scapegoat for another's theft in the 
• 08 and pleaded guilty on the prom- 
ise of the other boy's father to pay 
Iilm $2.riOO for the service, a prom- 
ise which was never redeemed. July 
4. 1879, ho ran his first notable race, 
defeating "Pen" Brown, a graduate of 
Wisconsin, In a 100-yard race.

xeconds in tho hundred yards and a 
challenge by H. M. Johnson who had 
won tho Shculeld handicap In Eng- 
land for a race at Sfi.OOO a side, cham- 
pionship of United States, 'on tho 
ICth of April, was taken up. 
Col- 


lins won the first two heats and ac- 
cording to his story $30.000 changed 
hands. It was in this raco that his 
admirers dubbed him "The Cuckoo." 
After that he went out to train .the 
Huron. South DakoTa, hoso team and 
followed' the game In Slonx tilty. In., 
dcs MolnoH. and Carney, Nebraska. 
At Lcadville In July. 1887, under the 
name of James Hutchlnson ho won 
a race on which Homer Pennoch, mil- 
lionaire mine owner, had n sldc-bct 
against him of 
JGO.OOO. 
After the 


- race Pennoch found out that he was 
Collins. 


Finds Out About Pennoch 


Intoc ho was back In California nnil 
was arrested for tho Donvcr crlnio 
while watching sonic hound and hare 
chases at Sacramento.

stand among a line of men wearing 
silk lints ana falsa wigs. In order 
that a Greek might Identify him as 
the man who committed the robbery.

enne pepper in their tracks and put 
the beasts out of business. 
Making 


his way down through Texas to Gal- 
veston Collins shipped to Liverpool 
where ho engaged In training wrest- 
lers, subsequently traveling with Jack 
Carkcek and backing him In exhibi- 
tion ventures. On July 30, 1901, he 
engaged as quartermaster on one of 
the -British government's steamships 
and made several voyages, carrying 
recruits for the Boer war to Cape- 
town, South Africa, from Australia 
and England, and carrying prisoners 
to St. Helena, and the Bermudas. In 
August, 1902,. he laid off and went 
into tho Turkish bath business In 
London, remaining there till 
June, 


1903. 
He sailed for New York in 


October, went to Buffalo and St. Lou-

Tin* IVrslniH be- 
fore the hlrth uf Christ used the mis- 
tletoe In their sacred rites, iiinl Iti purtH 
of India jiii^itn priests Htlll Incorporate 
It In their rltunl. It figures largely In 
Scandinavian mythology. llaldur, thu 
son of Odin, though a demigod, was 
sli'In hy u spear of mistletoe, a proof 
of ItH mimic powers.

The oteu 
were'then Hacrltlcod ami religious serv- 
ices performed, after which the pro- 
cession returned to the temple In the 
forest ami the mistletoe was deposited.

liesldes taking Its place In tho reli- 


gious observances of the Druids, tho 
mistletoe, which the priests gave n 
name meaning "all healing." wait made 
Into many curious decoctions by proc- 
esses In which times and seasons and. 
Incantations were supposed to add to 
Its mysterious powers. These medi- 
cines were regarded as cures for human 
Ills generally, whether of mind or body. 


With the advance of 'civilization and 


the death of superstition mistletoe has 
lo.it Its religious character, but not Its 
popularity, and the forests of England 
and of our own southern states are an 
eagerly frequented by mltitletou gath- 
erers as ever were the dark woods of 
the ancient DruldN.

Mailing an early start, we left the 


little town of Luxor and Its majestic 
old mined temples which are all that 
Is left to mark thu place where ancient. 
Thebes with Its hundred* gates nour- 
ished In the height of Its glory 2.UOU 
years before the Christian era. Cross- 
ing the grand old Nile In native boatu. 
we found our donkeys and attendant 
Arabs In waiting on the banks to take 
us to that plnco of mysteries, the 
graves of the kings that ruled vEgypt. 
whun thu 
world's- civilization was 


young. After the hlcknrlng. scolding 
nnd stronger language that !» thu rulo 
with the donkey boy!) was satisfactori- 
ly concluded, wo ttnnlly mounted our 
little beasts nml started on our way 
over tho hot sands to ths Libyan 
mountains. .After a Jaunt of perhaps 
three-quarters of an 
hour, 
during 


which our sober donkey ride of tho 
beginning resolved Itself Into an excit- 
ing race, wo made our first stop at 
the Temple of Kooneh. This Is nn old 
ruin consisting of three rooms, with 
walls covered with Egyptian hiero- 
glyphics and tho w:-ole fronted by a 
row of eight-tinted columns. It Is In 
a fair utato nf preservation, and said 
to bo n, Ptolemaic structure. 
Forty 


minutes more through tho Valley of 
Bab-cl-Malook brought us to tho deso- 
late, verdtireless mountains In which 
tho tombs are situated. Wo visited 
those of Uamcscs. third, fourth, sixth 
nnd ninth, section 1, with Its long ap- 
proach of stone stops beautifully hown 
from the rock, and, to crown all, that 
of Amonaphls the rOoat, discovered 
only about four years since. 
All of 


these burial chambers are magnificent 
specimens of tho grandeur of tho (Innl 
resting places of those mighty kings, 
hut that of Amenaphls Is hy far tho 
finest of them, nnd I will try to glvo 
a fnlnt Idea of Its nwe-lnsplrlng dig- 
nity nnd magnificence. 


In the Tomb Chamber. 


Tho entrance Into tho pannage Is 


about twelve feet square, nnd con- 
tinues for several hundred feet, direct- 
ly Into the mountain on a gradual In- 
cline till tho tomb chamber Is reached. 
Tho shies and ceilings of passage and 
chamber arc elaborately covered hy 
Egptlnn character, showing the great- 
ness of Amcnaphls and the esteem In 
which he was" hold by his subjects. 
who nro represented In vast numbers, 
bringing offerings of fowls, flah, fruit 
and wine. 
The characters are in 


painted sculpture. In the simile of red. 
greon, yellow, black and white: and 
while these near the entrance aro 
much faded, those of tho chamber are 
ns bright ns when placed there. -1.1)00 
years ago. 
This chamber Is about 


twonty-fivo feet square, with ceilings 
seemingly supported hy square stono 
columns also covered with sculptured 
characters In praise of the "distin- 
guished occnvnnt." These old fellows 
evidently did not Intend that their 
light, should be hidden from tho world 
to come or their own estimate of their 
greatness be permitted to fade. A por- 
tion of tho floor of this chamber, about 
ten feet square. Is somewhat lower 
than the rest, and In the center of It 
Is the stone 
sarcophagus, 
heavily 


carved. 
In this lies. In a wonderful 


state of preservation, the mummy of 
the great king. It was wonderful to 
gaxo upon him, resting where ho wan 
placed forty centuries ago, looking so 
natural that, one could know the "man- 
ner of a man" ho was. Ho Is tho only 
one of those nnclont rulers thus fnr 
discovered In his tomb, tho rest hav- 
ing boon found hidden In caves near 
thu temple of Queen Ilntaxu. where 
they had boon placed to prevent fall- 
Ing Into the hands of enemies. 


Took Burden of King's Sins. 


In an ante-room near to tho rp?tlnc 


place of tho king are three other mum- 
mies, a woman nnd two men, who, ac- 


z to lUo.wrltlnsa on the wall.. 


Statue of Rameses. , 


they might precede him Into the other 
world nnd take upon themselves tho 
punishment for the sins he had com- 
mitted while on earth. 
Leaving tho 


tombs, we next visited tho great tem- 
ple of Rameses It, but n short distance 


i away. A splendid Prbpylon, about 300 


feot wide, forms tho front of thin build- 
Ing, and 'from it wo entered a large 
court nt least 130 square. Itn rolunms 
and wtillB aro mostly destroyed, but 
on those that remo-ln aro scenes repre- 
senting the king In battle, with the 
enemy In full flight. Here lies a colar- 
nil statue of Uameses broken In a 
number of pieces. It Is more than six- 
ty feet In length, made of red granite, 
and weighs 000 tons. It was brought 
from tho quarries of Syene. hut how 
no one knows. It wan beyond doubt 
tho 'finest siattto of this king found 
In Egypt. The few columns still stand- 
ing, 
with their capitals representing 


tho papyrus flower, speak much of the 
beauty that prevailed In those long- 
forgotten years. Other scenes on the 
walls show the capture of a town by 
tise of ladders. The' Memmon looks 
rather dilapidated, but Its mate la In a 
lino state of preservation, and sits 
there looking over tho splendid reach 
of fertile country hotwuon It and jhc 
noble river, .lust a* In tlio long aco. 
An hour's ride took us back to- tho 


Palace of Gezccnch. 


Nile, where, liackshoesh wan demand- 
ed and paid. and. recro.shhiK the river, 
wo slept again under the shadow of 
thu columns of the line templo of 
Luxor.
